Star 
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Trial to 
continue 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Supreme Court today allowed 
the government to proceed with 
the Pentagon Papers trial of 
Daniel Ellsberg and Anthony 
Russo without revealing to 
them who in the defense team 
was overheard in a "foreign-In- 
telligence" wiretap. 


Ellsberg 
and Russo are 


charged with espionage, con- 
spiracy and misuse of govern- 
ment property in the publica- 
tion of the once-secret study of 
the origins of the Vietnam war. 
Their trial in Los Angeles has 
been delayed since July 29 by 
the dispute over wiretapping. 


The court did not comment 


on the issues as it handed down 
a routine order declining to 
hear an appeal by Ellsberg end 
Russo, who argued also that 
"foreign-Intelligence" wiretaps 
without warrants are illegal. 


A dissenting opinion was filed 


by Justice William 0. Douglas 
who stayed the trial in July 
while the court was in its sum- 
mer recess. Justice William J. 
Brennaii Jr. also dissented. 


Ellsberg and Russo needed 


the votes of at least four jus- 
tices to have their appeal taken.

More than 900 persons were on hand Friday afternoon to vtew the 


official opening of the final 8.9 miks of Interstate M connecting 
Dallas with Little Rock. 
.., L 
Gov. Dale Biropen nade the dedicatory address at the Highway 


299 ftterchantd. north of kiilhietr marking the opening & Otf short 
segment between Emmet and Prescott. 


Miss Arkansas. Debbie Haselwood of Magnolia, cut the ribbon 


opening the highway as newsmen from three states - Louisiana, 
Texas, and Arkansas - filmed the event. 


Miss Arkansas was assisted by Gov. Bumpers and other 


dignitaries, including Ward Goodman, director of state Highway 
Department, and John Harsh, chairman of the state Highway 
Commission. 
The section opened Friday enables motorists to travel from 


Dallas to North Uttle Rock, a distance of 313 miles on four-end six- 
lane highway. 1-30 extends more than 140 miles in Arkansas and 
represents an expenditure of more than $130 million. 


Gov. Bumpers hit hard on the point that "The opening of this 


section of highway makes this state the first in the nation to finish its 


rural toterstate system." Bumpers praised the interstate system, 
ctaisnteg it saved lives and cut the number of injuries on non- 
interstate to less than half. 


"We save one life per year for each five miles of interstate high- 


way owned to motorists," he said. In his short speech, Bumpers 
slfff tugjsstttl a plan to enable more than N state troopers now 
nwoingdriveri licenses in Arkansas to patrol the state's highways. 
"These other jobs could be turned over to civilians," he said.

Both were residents of Columbus. 


The driver of the other vehicle, Billy Ray Rosenbaum, 


32, died Saturday night at the Memorial Hospital as a 
result of injuries received in the accident, according to 
the State Police. He was a resident of Fulton. 


According to the investigating officers, State Troopers 


Harvey Fullerton and David Hendershott, the Caldwell 
vehicle was traveling west and met the Rosenbaum auto, 
a 1917 Chevrolet, head-on at the crest of a hill. The State 
Police said that both vehicles were across the center line 
on Impact.

MIAMI (AP) - Their 11- 


hour, 3,«K>mile flight of terror 
ended, passengers aboard a hi- 
jacked jetliner have returned 
from Cuba with buarre tales of 
three "deranged" aky pirates. 


They also had words of 


praise for the Southern Airways 
crew which landed the crippled 
DC9 on a foam-covered Havana 
runway. 


Another Southern DC9 re- 


turned the 27 passengers and 
four crewmen to Miami and fi- 
nally to their original destina- 
tions Sunday after an attempt 


by FBI sharpshooters to halt 
the hijacking failed Saturday 
night and forced the emergency 
landing in Cuba. 


All three hijackers 
were 


taken into custody by Cuban of- 
ficials at Havana. Passengers 
said Cuban authorities also con- 
fiscated ransom money de- 
manded and collected by the hi- 
jackers from Southern. 


"Everyone

Daily fftirnnenM on Sunday 
that, white the Soviets were 
proposing the prohibition of all 
kinds of weapons, they were 


building up their supply "tor 
carrying out unbridled nuclear 
threat and nuclear blackmail 
against countries with little or 
no nuclear armament." 


During the assembly's gener- 


al debate on Oct. 3, Chiao de 
scribed the Soviet resolution HS 
"shabby stuff." He opposed an 
unconditional 
declaration 


against the use of force, ex- 
plaining: 
"We support just 


wars." And he said the Soviet 
Union should declare that U 
would not be the first to use nu 
clear weapons before it taik<*l 
of banning them altogether. 


The Soviet resolution, sub- 


mitted Sept. 26 by Foreign Min- 


ister Andrei A. Uromyko, de- 
clares on behalf of U.N. mem- 
bers "their renunciation of the 
use of force in international re- 
lations and the permanent pro- 
hibition of nuclear weapons." 


It recommends that the Se- 


curity CouncU give the declara- 
tion binding force under the 
UN. charter. But diplomatic 
sources said Western European 
countries had objected to this 
provision because the U.N. 
charter says the council cannot 
adopt a binding decision with- 
out finding that there is a 
threat to peace in a specific 
case.

Ala., who suffered a sprained 
knee, was one of four persons 
injured during the hijacking. 
Copilot Billy Johnson. 37, may- 
or of College City, Ark., was 
shot in the shoulder by one of 
the hijackers. 


Buchanan said the hijackers 


acted in a biiarre manner dur- 
ing the circuitous, three-nation 
flight. He said they alternately 
handed out fistfulis of ransom 
money, forced mate passengers 
to remove their panto and shot 
the copilot after threatening to 
"put a bullet in your head." 


The hijackers, 
reportedly 


armed with guns and grenades, 
had demanded a 110-miluon 
ransom for the plane and its 
passengers. An undisclosed 
amount of money was given to 
the sky pirates during a stop in 
Chattanooga, Tem., Saturday. 
Southern refused to say how 
much money had been given to 
them. 


There also were several other 


unanswered points: 


—Were the hijackers screen- 


ed for weapons when they 
boarded the Southern jet at 
Birmingham shortly before 
they commandeered the plane 
Friday night?

PASADENA. Calif <APj - A 


year ago today, a 2,200-pound 
spacecraft whose trip cost 1125 
rrullion 
slipped 
into 
orbit 


around Mars and began making 
scientific history. 


Mariner 9 was the first man- 


made object to circle another 
planet. Before it stopped send- 
ing data back to earth last Oct. 
27, it transmitted 7,329 pictures 
that changed scientists' ideas 
about the Red Planet. 


"The biggest thing is that 


Mars is really more earth-like 
than we expected from pre- 
vious 
missions," 
said 
Dr. 


Thomas Vrebalovich, assistant 
project scientist for Mariner 9 
at the Jet Propulsion labora- 
tory here. 


"The mission also raised a 


slim possibility of life there 
now.'r 


In WJ days of mapping, Mari- 


ner told man more about the 
neighboring planet than he had 
learned in three centuries of 
looking at it through telescopes. 


A picture emerged of a plan- 


et with an atmospheric pres- 
sure one-hundredth that of 
earth, where windstorms rage 
around the globe at 115 miles 
an hour, where volcanic moun- 
tains spread 300 miles across 
and a 20,000-foot-<leep canyon 
stretches 3,000 miles.

Flooding 
in state 
is 'bad' 


LITTLE HOCK. (AP) — Gov. 


Dale Bumpers ssys flooding in 
Arkansas this month was the 
worst in recent history, accord* 
ing to preliminary estimates. 


The governor said Saturday it 


was believed that Arkansas 
would qualify for major dis- 
aster relief, although it is im- 
possible at this time to deter- 
mine the total damage because 
the water has not yet receded. 


"Crop damage in Eastern Ar- 


kansas will run into the mil- 
lions," Bumpers said in a state- 
ment. "Many fanners have 
been completely wiped out. 
Damages to roads, highways 
and public utilities were exten- 
sive, particularly in Southwest 
Arkansas," Bumpers said. 


The governor said he had 


asked the state Civil Defense to 
appraise the damage as quickly 
as possible. 


Ralph Moore, state director 


of Civil Defense, asked that 
farmers who have suffered ag- 
riculture damage contact local 
chairmen of the Agricultural 
Stabilization and Conservation 
Service. 


Moore said that public offi- 


cials should furnish estimate* 
of damage to public property to 
the state Civil Defense office at 
Conway.

NEW YORK — (NBAi — In Baltimore Colt linebacker 


Mike Curtis' new autobiography. 'Keep Off My Turf 
i $5.95 Llpplncotti. there are touching moments that will 
wrench tears. Here is one: When 16-year-old Mike sees 
his name In the newspaper sports section for the first time 
he hurries with It to his father's knee and exults. "Diirn. 
Dad. that's pretty neat." 


Deep sensitivity toward his fellow human beings runs 


rampant. When taping a television show in Hollywood he 
is disillusioned because "the dancers showed up looking 
like a bunch of dogs." 


There are lessons in sportsmanship for the youth ot 


America: "Some guys, unfortunately, would deliberately 
go for (Joe Namath'sl knees. You find creatures like that 
in any sport, those who try to hurt you intentionally. I 
don't agree with that . . . If you want to get t someone i 
out of the game, hit him in the head when you're coming 
straight for him. That's a fair shot." 


The book is filled with wide-splitting humor, such as his 


rollicking quips with teammate Bubba Smith: " . . . He 
calls me honky and I call him nigger and we both laugh 
like hell about it." 


All this is just the hors d'ouevres: the meal of the book 


is Curtis' soaring logic. 


•Football's critics." he philosophizes, "emphasize revo- 


lution in their books. We saw some examples of revolu- 
tion last year in the attempts to stop the government and 
in the bombing of the U.S. Capitol building." One has as 
much to do with the other as long passes and literal 
bombs. 


Curtis says he has written this book because there is too 


much "antifootball sentiment in the air these days." And 
he thinks "it's time somebody stood up in defense of the 
sport." 


His targets primarily are Dave Meggysey. Bernie Par- 


rish and Johnny Sample, all of whom have written what 
have been called antiestablishment football books. He 
also lands with heavy knees and heavy theory on Jim 
Bouton's breastbone, even though Bouton wrote his con- 
troversial book about baseball. But if we are to be trou- 
bled by inconsistencies then we would have little sym- 
pathy for the author. 


First, he says that these "malcontents" are "fringe 


players." Then he says they made a lot of money from 
the game. But when have fringe players made a lot of 
money from the game other than when they knew the 
combination to the club owner's safe? 


Then he says that they wrote their books to make 


money. Apparently Curtis wants the reader to believe 
that his literary pursuits are strictly to enrich humanity. 


Meggysey said pro football players took pep pills. 


"Football players are not a bunch of hopped-up dope 
addicts," refutes Curtis. "I don't take any of that stuff. 
It tires you out and makes you weak." How does he know?

"You may think you're playing better but you're not." 
How does he know? He doesn't say 


Meggysey also had said that there is a "dehumanizing' 


sadism to players intentionally hurting opponents. Curtis, 
who proudly sports the nicknasnes Animal and Mad 
DOB K said he would never intentionally hurt an opponent 
-unless provoked: "I vaulted over the circle of players 
landed in the middle and swatted (Donme) Green (of 
Buffalo) across the forehead with my arm . . . I got 
kicked out of the game for it, but what the hell. 


At other points, Curtis tells how he whacked his op- 


ponent, and "beat the living hell" out of another. But he 
is critical of Sample who is "boastful about "foul play' 
—"and that's supposed to make you think he was tough." 


Curtis wants the world to know that football is a 


"decent game" played by "decent people.' 


He looks with amazement at all the criticism he re- 


ceived when, as the paragon of decency, he "decked" a 
fan and sent him to the hospital. The fan had run onto the 
field during a game to swipe a ball. Curtis decided to 
punish the man, even though there were hundreds of 
policemen and ushers placed on the scene to handle 
such "fans." 


In one breath Curtis says he saw a wrong-doer and 


punished him. In the next breath he says that "you don't 
strengthen any society by defying laws." He forgets the 
law about taking the law into your own hands. 


Curtis takes satisfaction over a lornier teammate say- 


ing that "Mike eats the panes right out of the bus win- 
dows on the way to practice." 


Glass, it may be assumed, is more digestible than this 


book.

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Pentagon to order 
closing of bases 


WASHINGTON (AP) - With 


the election over, the Pentagon 
is preparing a new round of 
base-closings and reductions 
that will eliminate thousands of 
civilian defense jobs. 


The cutbacks probably will 


not be announced until after 
Congress returns in January, 
defense sources said. 


The base cuts are 
being 


planned in response to Presi- 
dent Nixon's orders to trim the 
rolls of civil service employes 
and Defense Secretary Melvin 
R. Laird's promise to Congress 
to absorb $1.5 billion in budget 
cuts this fiscal year. 


Just before the 1972 election 


year began, David Packard left 
office as deputy secretary of 
defense with a parting com- 
plaint that the Pentagon could 
save $1 billion a year by clos- 
ing unneeded bases, were it not 
for political constraints. 


The Army, Navy and Air 


Force long have wanted to shut 
down a number of bases they 
consider marginal. But, antici- 
pating election year protests 
from congressmen and senators 
with large numbers of defense 
employes among their con- 
stituents, they waited. 


Now the "political realities," 


as one Pentagon official termed 
them, are temporarily over 
though the list of bases most 
likely to be closed or cut back 
is being kept under wraps for 
the time being. 


However, the Army is known 


to be planning a reorganisation 
that, among other things, likely 
would merge the First Army 
headquarters at Ft. Meade, 
Md., and the Third Army head- 
quarters in Atlanta, eliminating 
one of them. The Army also is 
expected to recommend ret- 
renching helicopter training- 
and-maintenance bases now 
that American forces are vir- 
tually out of Vietnam. 


Some sources indicate that 


possibly two naval shipyards, 
one on each coast, might be 
shut down. They were not 
named either. 


Nixon gave a fresh indication 


of things to come last week 
when he said in a published in- 
terview that civilian defense 
employes "are getting in the 
way of each other over in the 
Pentagon and around the coun- 
try" and that "they are going 
to have to take a thinning 
down." 


There are reports that a 5 


per cent slice in civilian em- 
ployment may be 
applied 


throughout the government un- 
der Nixon's new policy, de- 
signed to reduce spending. 


There now are fewer than 1.1 


million civilian workers on the

Cale was described as an es- 


capee from the Nashville Com- 
munity Work Release Center. 


Jackson and Moore were de-

came embittered after losing a 
14-million lawsuit in which they 
accused Detroit police of bru- 
tality. They were freed on $800 
bond in a rape case last month.

brighten. 


The fact is that the market 


now la highly professional. It is 
dominated by the trading of in- 
stitutions and has been for at 
least a couple of years. 


The public, or those Ameri- 
cans who own small amounts of 
stocks and trade infrequently, 


has been almost absent from 
the market. Unlike the in- 
stitutions, which must Invest in 
stocks, individuals can put then- 
cash elsewhere. 


And they have. The malaise 


of the spirit that ssemed to 
have depressed all markets for 
a few years has almost com- 
pletely lifted from some. Au- 
tomobiles are selling briskly. 
So are second homes. And sav- 
ings accounts are bursting. 


But that same public hasn't 


re-entered the stock market, 
where they were such a potent 
force during the IMOi. And so, 
mutual funds are redeeming 
more than selling. Stock sales- 
men are being layed off. 


There has been another effect 


also. Because they have been 
trading against each other, the 
institutions cant seem to get a 
good rally going. For months 
the market has sputtered and 
lost power every time one got 
started. 


The hope now i. that th. pub- 


lic mood will change, especially 
as attention is drawn to the 
Dow Jones Industrial Average 
as it hovers near 1,000 points.

How can I 
get to sleep?

Dear Dr. Lassa—I am a 


31-year-old man, single and 
live at home with my par- 
ents. I work five days a week 
for a construction company 
and have a business of my 
own on the side. For over a 
year now I have had insom- 
nia. I am unable to get a 
good night's sleep without 
taking a sleeping pill or as- 
pirin or something to pro- 
duce sleep. I don't know of 
a n y t h i n g that has been 
worrying me. I'm the type 
that can shake things off 
easily, but it seems that I 
am always turned on at bed- 
time, tired but just not 
sleepy. 


I have lost so much sleep 


that it is beginning to show 
in my eyes. I look tired and 
I really am tired. Is there 
anything you can suggest for 
a good natural sleep without 
taking a pill? Could there 
be something physically or 
mentally wrong that I don t 
know about, such as nerves. 
smoking or other causes? 


I have gone to doctors and 


they give me a check-up and 
tell me not to worry about 
it and give me some medi- 
cine to relax. One doctor 
told me about half of the 
world suffers from insomnia, 
but I know there must be a 
reason for my sleepless 
nights. 


Dear Reader—There are 


many people who s u f f e r 
from insomnia 1 have re- 
ceived many l e t t e r s front 
readers talking about what 
they have done to help them- 
selves go to sleep. Perhaps 
the largest number of the 
m e t h o d s recommended in- 
volved some form of relaxa- 
tion Many readers who are 
religiously i n c l i n e d have 
written that they get a great 
deal of benefit out of read- 
ing the Bible and thinking 
of spiritual t h i n g s before 
they go to sleep. Other peo- 
ple are able to go to sleep bv 
reading until they are r«- 


and go to sleep. Some 


have a snack before bed, 
which has its problems as far 
as calorie intake is con- 
cerned. 


I suppose each person has 


to find his own best sleeping 
habits and they are Just that 
—habits. A person who gets 
in the habit of having diffi- 
culty going to sleep wul con- 
tinue to have trouble. 


My guess is that someone 


who is regularly employed 
and has a business on the 
side is probably an active in- 
dividual who has enough 
things to think about that he 
just can't dispense with the 
day's business and relax 
enough to get a good night's 
sleep. I would suggest a good 
exercise program sometime 
earlier in the evening, well 
before the anticipated bed- 
time. Then establish a rou- 
tine for going to sleep, such 
as a relaxing bath or shower. 
Then go to bed and read 
something to help you relax 
for a short time, lay the boo* 
aside put out the lights snd 
let nature take its course. 
Make it a point not to have 
a habit of rehashing the 
day's events or tomorrow's 
problems before you go to 
sleep. 


Eliminating 
stimulating 


drinks will help solve this 
problem for a lot of people. 
This includes elimination of 
coffee, tea and cola drinks. 


In your case, I wonder if 


your social life is getting 
proper attention. With a full- 
time job and a business on 
the side, that may not leave 
enough time for healthy rec- 
reation and d e v e l o p i n g 
meaningful personal rela- 
tionships in which you feel 
secure.

FT. ORD, Calif. (AP) — A 


military jury of two black and 
five white officers begins delib- 
erations today on the fate of a 
black soldier accused of mur- 
dering two young Army lieuten- 
ants in a Vietnam "fragging" 
incident. 


Although there have been nu- 


merous such incidents in the 
war - 96 in 1969 and 201 in ItTO 
resulting in 101 deaths — the 
court-martial of Pvt. Billy 
Dean Smith on charges of using 
a fragmentation grenade to kill 
fellow soldiers is the first con- 
ducted in the United States. 


The presiding judge, Col. 


Kawls H. Frazier, said he 
would give his final instructions 
today and then send the cast to 
the jury. He has ruled the jury 
will deliberate only during nor- 
mal work hours. 


When the thai began Sept. «, 


Frazier ruled that Smith could 
not receive the death penalty. 
But he still faces the possibility 
of life imprisonment.

A tall man who holds his 


head back and chin up in an 
almost theatrically states- 
manlike pose, Brandt speaks 
slowly and methodically. His 
voice is full of gravel. At SB his 
hair is gray and his face is 
lined, but he can look boyish at 
times and sets an energetic 
campaign pace. 


The infhMMbB that pivduced; 


him began in the foggy north- 
ern port of Luebeck. 


Brandt does not hide the fact 


that his birth was illegitimate 
and he never met his father. 
His mother was a shop clerk in 
a working-class family. His 
grandfather was a militant So- 
cialist activist. 


Under his original name, 


Herbert Frahm, he led a young 
Socialist political group in Lue- 
beck during the years after 
World War I - years of dis- 
astrous German inflation, un- 
employment and governmental 
instability that helped Adolf 
Hitler rise to power. 


The Nazis had beaten up So- 


cialists in the streets even be- 
fore Hitler took over control in 
1933. and 20-year-old Frahm 
had good reason to fear impris- 
onment or worse. 


He changed his name to Willy 


Brandt and fled to Norway. 


When Hitler's Wehrmacht 


seised Norway in 1940 Brandt 
posed as a Norwegian soldier 
and was briefly held as a pris- 
oner of war. Upon release he 
fled to neutral Sweden. 


During his Norwegian exile 


he had married a Norwegian 
girl, Carlotta. She and their 
daughter Ninja joined him in 
Stockholm. During the war they 
were divorced, and in 1941 in 
Berlin he married his current 
wife, Rut, also Norwegian. That 
year he also re-entered German 
politics. 


During almost 10 cold war 


years as West Berlin mayor, 
the ruggedly handsome Social 
Democrat gave voice to the 
defiant but troubled mood of 
his city, cut in two in 19S1 by a 
Communist wall of slabs and 
barbed wire. 


As foreign minister in a West 


German grand coalition govern- 
ment in 1966-69, Brandt re- 
stored Bonn's diplomatic ties 
with Yugoslavia and opened up 
relations with Romania. 


Before the 1969 election he 


failed twice to win election as 
chancellor but each time his 
Social Democrats increased 
their vote share. Social Demo- 
crats finally won control of par- 
liament in 1969 by joining Free 
Democrats in a coalition. 


In 1970 he signed nonaggres- 


sion treaties with Moscow and 
Warsaw, he made the first trip 
of a Bonn chancellor to Com- 
munist East Germany. This 
month the two Germany s ini- 
tialed a treaty normalizing 
(heir relations and offering 
hope of closer ties. 


Along the way, Brandt's ef- 


forts helped create the atmos- 
phere for a four power agree- 
ment defusing Berlin as a 
flashpoint of cold war tension 
and easing access to the Com- 
munist-encircled city.

Committee 
refuses to 
disclose $ 


WASHINGTON ( AP) - A Re- 


publican committee that chan- 
neled $100,000 into President 
Nixon's re-election campaign 
says it does not have to make 
known the sources of its funds 
despite a new federal law re- 
quiring disclosure of all over- 
$100 contributors. 


Auditors for the General Ac- 


counting Office say the position 
of the Executive Club of the 
Republican party of New Jer- 
sey, if upheld in the courts, 
could open a major loophole in 
the elections law which took ef- 
fect last April 7. 


The club contends its money 


came from dues and that dues 
are 
not contributions. GAO 


auditors say there could be a 
proliferation of such clubs to 
evade the full disclosure provi- 
sions of the new law. 


The auditors say they will 


press the club for disclosure, 
possibly launching a field audit 
in the next few weeks and then 
turning their findings over to 
the Justice Department if the 
club remains adamant. 


The name of the Executive 


Club first emerged in October 
in reports by national and 
state-level Finance Committees 


News 


to Re-elect the President. In 
all, the club reported contrib- 
uting $3,000 to each of 33 Nixon 
committees and $1,000 to a 
34th. 


Newsmen 
seeking 
identi- 


fication of the individual con- 
tributors could find no record 
of the club having registered 
with the GAO nor of its having 
filed 
any 
reports 
of 
ex- 


penditures or contributions. 


The new law requires that 


any committee which antici- 
pates collecting or spending 
more than $1,000 for a national 
candidate in any calendar year 
must register with the GAO. It 
also must file periodic reports 
of all contributions and ex- 
penditures of more than $100 
and must show how much cash 
was on hand at the time of 
each filing. 


After news stories appeared 


about the committee, its chair- 
man, 
William B. Colsey III, a 


Mount Holly, N.J., attorney, 
filed a registration statement 
and reports for Sept. 10 and for 
the 15th and 5th days before the 
Nov. 7 election, the deadlines 
set by the law. 


But Colsey, in a separate let- 


ter to the GAO and in com- 
ments affixed to each report, 
said the club was formed "on a 
local basis."
